Federal Monew Wil 
Day For One-Third 
Of Proposed Hospital 


One-third of the cost of a new 
Sequoia district hospital may be ob- 
tained from the federal government 
under terms of an act recently 
signed into law by President Tru- 
man. 

This was the belief expressed 
yesterday by C. C. Armstrong, 
chairman of the Sequoia Hospital 
District Campaign Committee, after 
he received an explanation of the 
Hospital Survey and Construction 
Act passed by the last Congress. 

A letter from the American Mu- 
nicipal Association received by 
Armstrong as a city councilman, ex- 
plained that “state and local gov- 
ernments and non-profit hospital 
groups” would be eligible to receive 
from the federal government grants 
for one-third of the cost of build- 
ing new hospitals. Costs of sites 
and equipment are not to be shared 
by the federal government. 

The proposed Sequoia Hospital 
District would thus qualify to re- 
ceive the federal funds. A propo- 
sal to create the district will be on 
the November 5 election ballot. 

Raising of the other two-thirds 
of the cost of a hospital will be up 
to the board of directors to be ap- 
pointed by the county supervisors 
if the proposal is approved at the 
election. The funds could come 
from a bond issue or from taxes. 

The proposal on the November 5 
ballot is only to create the district, 
which would be the same as the Se- 
quoia High School District—extend- 
ing from the South San Mateo 
County line to the northern limits 
of Belmont, except for the Ravens- 
wood School District and University 
Park, which were ‘excluded from the 
district.

Traffic Perils Are Present 


To call the attention of our Recorder readers to criminal action of 
reckless driving near public and private schools seems as inappropri- 
ate as is the scolding sometimes given by a minister to the congrega- 
tion before him, about the sins of not attending services. 

Our traffic dangers come largely from outside drivers,—from mo- 
torists who do not live in Menlo Park. Obviously we cannot impose 
compulsory traffic education on those who pass through our city, 
except by police citation for broken speed regulations. As this form 
of “education” is constantly in action, the only other means of better 
protecting our children is by increased safety instruction to the chil- 
dren themselves. 

The greatest danger from careless driving is not in the immediate 
neighborhood of school buildings, where both pupils and police guard 
the crossings at the proper hours, but at more distant intersections. 

The San Mateo County Traffic Safety Commission sends us some 
rules for cyclists which should be read by every boy and girl. These 
rules may be found on this page, titled “Safety in the Saddle.”

Perils of through traffic are not easily avoided even by the adult 
pedestrian, as has been brought to local attention with the recent 
death which occured on El Camino Real near Ravenswood Avenue. 

This corner is a particularly difficult crossing. Cars headed south, 
after leaving the stop lights at Santa Cruz Avenue, are on their ac- 
celerated way. Cars going north, not yet slowed down from their 
highway speed, hope to make the green light ahead at Santa Cruz. 

The Highway Commission has not felt it practical to install stop 
lights at Ravenswood Avenue since it is so near the next intersection 
sign, but might not blinking caution lights placed here greatly in- 
crease one’s chance for safe crossing by calling drivers’ attention to 
the dangerous situation? 


It Can Be Too Late 


Every old city has its dirty district,—its “slums.” The time taken 
to clean up the disreputable portions of a town depends upon the 
time it takes for a majority of its citizens to recognize the NEED for 
a carpet sweeper. It is not the “doing” that is difficult; it is the lack 
of “will-to-do’”’ that makes the delay. 

There are individuals who can only learn by experience, but it 
seems stupid for an incorporated group of individuals to refuse to 
profit by the mistakes and successes of other coramunities. Menlo 
Park need not look far afield to observe what happens when cities 
do not become aware of their rate of growth in time to save themselves 
both money and required down-town parking spaces, 

Slums occupy the oldest portion of any city, which is, of course, 
its central section. There is a period in its growth when the city can 
obtain this slum property at a low cost. Delay a few years and alert 
private capital (seeing the future expansion) has already begun to 
acquire this low-price property. In hopeful expectancy all owners 
in the neighborhood immediately boost price values. Then these old 
eye-sores are held as good investments, but no clean-up of the con- 
dition is instigated. 

Delay a few more years in the purchase of slum property and the 
price has become prohibitive to public purchase. Even if not too cost- 
ly for the community pocketbook such property has probably become 
impracitable by this time through the erection of a few business build- 
ings by far-seeing buyers. 

Parking space must continue to be a major problem in any growing 
city with a central shopping district. The problem is already facing 
Menlo Park, where the present business section is (unfortunately) 
largely situated upor an active state highway. But the need to install 
parking meters can be pushed far into the future, and at the same 
time a clean-up of its slum-section brought down to the immediate 
present, if Menlo will profit by the mistakes of other cities and acquire 
its parking lots before it is too late. 


Let Us Be Enlightened 


Major and Mrs. Hans Hornbostel, who recently made headlines, 
wanted no publicity. They only requested the privilege of living up to 
a promise taken by nearly all married persons, that of being “faithful 
in sickness and in health until death do us part.” 

It was not Mrs. Hornbostel’s confinement in a leprosy colony that 
made newspaper copy; cases of segregation are quite common, What 
did make the story good reading was the husband’s request that he 
be allowed to live near his wife in her sickness. Such devotion was 
considered “hot news.” 

Public discussion of private loyalty is not agreeable to the parties 
involved, but how often a few must suffer that many may gain. Be- 
cause her name has thus been brought to nation-wide attention, 
Gertrude Hornbostel’s protest in The Star (a monthly publication of 
the patients in the Lousiana leprosarium) may lead to general infor- 
mation that will bring corrective action. She states that leprosy is 
known to have a lower rate cf communicability than some other 
diseases where there is no segregation. Among these she mentions 
syphilus, whose victims, she writes, “‘are allowed to bring into the world 
insane monstrosities and morons.” Our present horror of the dread 
malady, leprosy, is no doubt due, as she suggests, to the revulsion for 
this disease handed down from Bible days. Ignorance on any subject 
obstructs advancement. 


Mute The Juke 


For more than a decade our ear-drums have been exposed to shat- 
tering noise in the name of music. What's more we have paid for 
these “disintegrating vibrations” with our money, if not by choice. 

Ear-splitting swing bands are now toning themselves down,—going 
lighter on the drums and brasses. This is a result of box office 
trends,—the sure barometer of public taste. One may soon attend 
a movie or eat a meal without wearing the handy little ear-stoppers 
which some patrons have employed to break the noisome blast. 

When there are more good places to eat (and there will be) owners 
of the raucus juke boxes will also learn that loud music may keep 
people out, as well as lure them in. In the meantime the wise ones 
might try leaving on the juice but turning down the tone.
